The Illinois Secretary of State is proposing a 
plan to make penalties more severe for people 
who repeatedly drink and drive.

Home rule law sets up royalty 


To the editor: 

Home rule, as defined in Sec- 
tion 6, Article VII, The Illinois 
State Constitution, gives the laws 
of any municipality preeminence 
over county laws. It is quite dif- 
ferent from state law. 

Any county which elects a 
chief executive officer, count: 
manager, and supervisor, and, 
any municipality with a popula- 
tion of more than 25,000 is auto-; 
matically included under home 
rule. This allows the ruling’ pow- 
er almost unlimited power ‘to 
regulate for the protection of the 
public health, safety, morals and 
welfare; to tax; license; incur 
debt, and to regulate and control 
citizens under their jurisdiction 
without referendum. 

To remove home rule, a peti- 
tion must be drawn fora refer- 
endum. If thepétition.fails.to-zet, 
a majority vote, foul yéar must 
pass beforg;enethr) 


be drawn for the same purpose. 
If home rule is removed, only 
two years must pass before it 
can be petitioned for a return. 

Many attempts ‘have been 
made in Illinois’ cities to remove 
home rule but only a few have 
succeeded. Rockford is the larg- 
est to remove this so-called priv- 
ilege in recent years. 

It is one thing to get such a 
public policy matter on the bal- 
lot; getting the petition properly. 
written and obtaining the 
required number of valid signa- 
tures. After that is done, most 
citizens fail to follow up with 
getting the required majority of 
votes. 

In countries where .they have 
royalty for their ruli class, 
freedom, as we know it in Amer-- 
ica, is only a dream.

Funds fighting 
child abuse 


To the editor: . 

The sad and haunting specter of child 
abuse continues to plague our society. 
This year in Illinois, more than 90,000- 
children will be reported to the state 
Department of Children and Family 
Services as alleged victims of this per- 
vasive social menace; more than 9,000 
of these children will be victims of 
alleged sexual abuse. These young vic- 
tims and their families must live and 
cope with the effects of that abuse for 
the rest of their lives. 

Until 1984, there was little the aver- 
age citizen could to to combat this hor- 
rible problem. But now there is. It’s 
called the Child’ Abuse Prevention 
Fund. Illinois citizens may earmark up 
to $10 ($20 if filing jointly) of their state 
tax refunds to finance shelters for bat- 
tered children, various community pre- 
vention programs, and treatment ser- 
vices for victims of abuse or neglect. 

Illinois citizens have responded gen- 
erously and well to this opportunity to 
help defenseless children — more than 
150,000 persons have donated more than 
$1, million to the Child Abuse Preven- 
tion Fund to date. The fund is adminis- 
tered and monitored by DCFS, but all 
donations go 100 percent into direct 
community srevices. 

Programs funded by donations have 
just finished-their second year of work 
— and it-is as impressive as the num- 
bers. above. Thirty two programs 
throughout all parts of the state served 
more than 45,000 children and their 
families. For these people, the taxpay- 
ers’_generosity has meant new help and 
hope. B 

This year’s drive for the Child Abuse 
Prevention Fund. is now under way. 
That means Illinois taxpayers once 
again have the chance to help prevent 
child abuse in our state. As a society, 
we'll never be able to eliminate totally 
that one out-of-control moment, that 
mindless instance when 4 distraught 
parent lashed out at a defenseless child.

You are hearing an increasing 
proliferation of preachers on TV 
urgently seeking your money. 
Some do it discreetly, Some do it 
overtly: 

But the emphasis on money 
has most Americans believing 
that Christian fund-raising is nei- 
ther ethical nor honest. 

The: Gallup Organization sur- 
veyed a cross-section of Ameri- 
cans arid most disturbing to. 
Evangelical Christians was this 
unprecedented suspicion that 
many of the electronic clergy 
ate in it for the money. 

A recent conference in Kansas 
City contemplated the ethics of 
Christian fund-raising- 

Dr. Carl Henry told the 
assembled that the present Oral 
Roberts ‘‘gimmickry detracts 
from the financial integrity of 
erangelical fundraising.’’ 

If can dare to paraphrase 
the grand master of English 
grammer, what Henry is saying 
is that the Oral Roberts’ “do or 
die pitch’’is an embarrassment. 

Further, the multiplicity of 
“send money now’’ campaigns 
on TV siphons off funds needed 
for the long-term commitments 
of — for example — Christian 
schools. 

As Henry .puts it, ‘So intense 
is the rivalry for dollars that 
short-term projects are some- 
times pitted’ . competitively 
against long-term educational 
enterprises.’’ 

Some ministries refuse to 
make public their, doctrinal or 
financial statements. 

Some offer to contributors 
books or premiums, -cheap trin- 
kets depicted as having intrinsic 
spiritual power. 5 

Fund appeals are most often 
justified with biblical quotations, 
such as the reference in Malachi 
to ‘‘storehouse giving.’’ And 
though appeals sometimes focus 
on. earthquakes, famines- and 
other human crises, donated 
moneys may never be used to 
respond to those needs: 

I cannot imagine calling or 
writing lifetime trusted friends 
— and even total strangers — 
urging contributions toward a 
self-aggrandizing monument. 

Most of the money you send to 
Evangelist X for some dire need 
ends. up paying the cost ‘of 
tomorrow’s telecast. 

I’m convinced most of those in 
the electronic clergy start out 
with the best of intentions but 
become enslaved by their owf 
increasing overhead.

Review Sweet Blend On ‘Trio’ Guaranteed Fast Start 


‘Trio’ a-can’t-missialbum.

“Trio” had.to be regarded as 
a can't-miss album before work 
on it began. After all, the combi- 
nation of Dolly Parton, Linda 
Ronstadt and Emmylou Harris 
on one album was enough to 
guarantee that. 

Musical backing from such 
standout players as David Lind- 
ley, Albert Lee, Russ Kunkel, Ry 
Cooder and John Starling only 
heightened expectations. 

And true to its promise, 
“Trio” didn’t miss. But it didn’t 
quite score a bull’s-eye either. 

The main flaw in “‘Trio’’ is it 
doesn’t fully showcase the tal- 
ents of its three vocalists. There 
are plenty of occasions when 
Parton, Ronstadt and Harris 
produce a sweet blend by sing- 
ing in unison. To fully exploit 
this collaboration, however, the 
songs needed more adventurous 
vocal arrangements. At several 
points on ‘Trio,’ hard not to 
wish for more contrasts in the 
harmonizing between Parton, 
Ronstadt and Harris. 4 

Still, there’s plenty to like 
about the album, beginning with 
the songs. Parton, Ronstadt and 
Harris have covered a lot of sty- 
listic ground in their careers, 
but with this album, they have 
turned to a strong set of basic 
acoustic country songs. Though 
it’s possible to accuse this trio of 
playing it safe on ‘‘Trio,’”’ there’s 
no denying they play it well. 


The back cover:of ‘Angel With 
A Lariat” shows K.D- Lang, clad 
in a full-blown cowboy outfit, 
propping herself against the wall 
of a dingy hallway. That makes 
it a pretty good guess that this is 
a woman with an affinity for 
country. A closer inspection of 


the back cover reveals the name 


of. stellar roots-rocker Dave 
Edmunds as. producer, a sure - 
indication Lang likes her country 
with a kick 

And kicks is just what this 
album is full of. If the hoedown 
heaven of ‘‘Turn Me Round” or 
the Cajun-flavored bounce of 
“Got the Bull By the Horns’ } 
don’t win you over, then the vig 

of Lang ahd her backing © 

band, The Reclines, wi 

The sound and spirit of this % 
debut album bring to mind 
Jason And the Scorchers. But > 
whereas Jason and company use 
hard-charging rock 'n’ roll as © 
the foundation for their sound, } 
Lang’s songs are firmly rooted 
in honky-tonk. Based on the_per- 
formances here, ‘‘Angel- With 
Lariat’? deserves to be firmly = 
rooted toward the, top of ghe 
charts. 

With a name like China Cris 
one expects to hear somethin; 
dark and foreboding. Inste: 
what- you get is sleek pop per. 
fectly- crafted. for adult» contem= 
porary radio. 

But with the gloss comes solid 
pop hooks and some punch to the 
rhythm tracks, which makes for 


-an album with some substance 


to go along with the veneer. 

Since starting out as a mainly 
experimental duo of Garry. Daly 
and Eddie Lundon in 1979, China 
Crisis- has evolved into a 
full-fledged five-piece band. On 
“What Price Paradise’’ the 
sound is further augmented by 
some fine horn arrangemerfts. 

Considering the success pf Mr. 
Mister, a band to which ‘China 
Crisis bears some similarity, 
and the strength of songs such 
as ‘‘Arizona Sky,’’ ‘‘Best Kept 
Secret” and ‘‘We Do The Same," 
the next step in this band’s evo- 
lution may well be into that of a 
hit group.

“I felt since I had examined 
one side of the diner I should 
look at. the other side. The tin 
men were a type of Damon Run- 
yonesque figures, great livers 
and exciting, kind of fun charac- 
ters. They lived-the good life as 
they perceived it.”” 

The decision to go forward on 
a movie project, the commit- 
ments needed to proceed, are 
usually very difficult to obtain. 
In some ¢ases it takes years 
before ahyone will give the 
green light for a new movie 
project. But Tin Men was an 
exception. 

“The studio (Disney’s Touch- 


stone Pictures) literally read the™ 


script on a Friday and said OK 
to the movie on a Monday with- 
out any preconditions about who, 
in fact, would be in it, or any 
other conditions,’’ Levinson said. 
“They said, ‘We like what this is 
and we want to make this movie 
— period.” 

“That’s the best situation that 
you can ask for, not having any 
pressures to fit a studio’s, formu- 


Tin Men cost $12 million, But 
even for that much money, the 
production designers looked long 
and hard before finding the type 
of old frame house for a scene 
that demonstrates a ruse used 
by tin men. 

“The house used in the scene 
about the ‘Life magazirie scam’ 
was actually the house I grew up 


in,” said Levinson. “By a fluke 
of circumstance, we couldn’t 
find a location that was. work- 
able so we sent the production 
designers over and they said-it 
would work. 

“Tt was rather a bizarre situa- 
tion for me. to have left Balti- 
more in 1963 and to be sitting on 
the front porch of my old house 
in 1986, looking out and seeing 
all the cars from the early ’60s. 
It was almost as if 1 had jumped 
around in time.” 

As a director, Levinson seems 
drawn toward films that are at 
the same time comedic and dra- 
matic, with an emphasis on the 
latter. That’s because he knows 
that comedies do not always get 
the praise they deserve. 

“When cemedy works well it 
seems very easy and it seems so 
effortless that people ‘think any- 
body can do it,’’ Levinson said 
“Perhaps that’s why Cary Grant 
never got the recognition he 
deserved in his time.” 

Tin Men stars Richard Drey- 
fus, Danny De Vito and Barbara 
Hershey. It is rated R for lan- 
guage and one very innocent 
romantic situation involving Her- 
shey and Dreyfus. Regardless of 
the disclaimers &nd the fact that 
it does represent a time and 
practices that no longer exist, I 
doubt anyone in the field of sell- 
ing aluminum siding will feel it 
is good for business. 

But business at the box office 
should be great for Tin Men, and 
that’s no scam. Trust me.
